From Daniſh tribute utterly ; 
And afterwards I offer'd up. 
The uſe of weapon ſolemnly 
At Wincheſter ; whereat I fought 
In fight of many far and nigh. 


In Windſor Foreſt I did ſlay 
A Boar of paſſing might and frength, 
The like in England never was, 


For hugenelſs both in breadth and length : 
| Some of his bones in Warwick yet 


Within the Caſtle there do lie; 
One of his ſhield bones to this day 
Hangs in the City of Coventry. 


' On Dunſmore-Heath I alſo ſlew 


_ A monſtrous wild and cruel Beaft, 


Called the Dun Cow of Dunfmore-Heath, 


Which many people had opprett; 
Some of her bones in Warwick yet, 
Still for a monument do lye; ; 


Which unto every looker's view, 


As wondrous ftrange they way eſpy, 


And a fell. Dragon in that land, 
{ alſo did in fight deſtroy, 


Which did both man and beaſl oppreſs, 


And ail the conntry fore annoy : 
Ard then tu Warwick came again, | 
Like Pilgrim poor, and was not known, 
And there 1 liv'd an Hermit's life, 
A mile and more out of the Town, 
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Where 
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Where with my hand I hew'd a houſe 
Out of a craggy rock of ſtone; 
And lived like a Palmer poor, 
Within that Cave myſelf alone ; 
And daily came to beg my food 
Of Phzlice, at my Caftle Gate, 
Not known unto my loving wife, 
Who daily mourned for her mate. 


T1ll at the laft I fell ſore ſick, 
Yea ſick ſo ſore that I muſt die, 
1 ſent to hey a Ring of Gold. 
By which ſhe new me preſently. 
Then ſhe repaired to the Cave, 
Before that I gave up the ghoſt, 
Herſelf clos*d up my dying eyes, 
My Phzlice fair, whom 1 loyv'd moſt. 


Thus dreadful Death did me arreſt, 
To bring my corps unto the grave, 
And like a Palmer died I, 
Whereby I hope my foul to ſave: 
My body in Warwick yet doth lie. 
Though now it 1s confum'd to mould, 
My ftatue was engrav'd in ſtone, 


This preſent day you may behold. 
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
